British  Columbia's  export  lumber 
shipments  for  July  showed  a  gain 
of  15  per  cent,  rising  from  68.700,000 
board  feet  in  June  to  77,900,000 
board  feet  In  July  In  the  wateT- 
borne  trade.  Provincial  reports  re- 
vealed yesterday.  Domestic  exports 
by  water  were  4.167.619  board  feet 
moet  of  which  went  to  Eastern  Ca- 
nadian points.

In  conclusion,  the  brief  urged  that 
public  services  could  only  be  sup- 
piled  with  due  regard  to  the  state 
of  the  public  purse;  that  all  services 
would  have  to  be  fairly  dealt  with 
In  any  sums  available,  and  that 
social  services.  Including  education, 
should  be  based  on  the  broadest 
possible  form  of  taxation. 

URGE  REDUCTIONS 

The  Union  submitted  specifically 
that  further  reduction  in  govern- 
mental cost.  Including  the  cost  of 
education,  was  necessary;  that  land 
owners  required  Immediate  and  sub- 
stantial relief  from  social  service 
costs;  that  provincial  and  municipal 
costs  combined  should  not  be  In- 
creased on  any  account  at  this 
time,  and  that  the  whole  system  of 
school  finance  and  administration 
required  careful  overhauling.  Such 
relief,  the  Union  argued,  could  be 
provided  through  the  medium  of 
revision  of  the  income  tax. 

Mayor  Leemlng  and  Mr.  Blandy 
buttressed  the  written  brief  by  many 
examples  of  the  effect  of  heavy 
taxation  on  land.  His  Worship 
spoke  in  favor  of  a  general  income 
tax.  fairly  based  on  the  ability  of 
people  who  were  earning  money  to 
pay  part  towards  essential  public 
services.  He  discountenanced  any 
suggestion  of  supertaxing  higher 
Incomes,  saying  that  merely  drove 
people  out  of  the  country.  The 
Income  tax  was  a  fair  one,  and  Its 
more  general  application  was  Justi- 
fied by  present  conditions,  he 
averred. 

Mr.  Blandy  stressed  the  necessity 
for  reduction  of  aggregate  public 
costs.

The  circular  follows: 
"Any  person  who  packs,  ships, 
sells,  offers  for  sale,  or  has  In  his 
possession  intended  for  sale,  any 
fruit  in  any  container,  may  be  held 
responsible  for  the  regulations  under 
the  act  governing  the  sale  of  fruit 
In  respect  to  containers,  'marking 
of  containers,*  quality  of  fruit,  etc. 

Grade  marks  for  apples  and 
pears  are  either  extra  fancy,  'fancy 
Cee  Grade'  or  No.  3  Grade,  accord- 
ing to  quality  and  pack,  and  when 
packed  in  boxes.

General  Hlgglns  tendered  his  resig- 
nation on  Muy  1  of  this  year,  to  take,  effect  on 
November  10  (his  seventieth  birthday),  assigning 
his  advanced  age  and  111  health  as  reasons  for 
mlshing  his  post.  This  will  terminate  five 
of  service  In  the  office,  previous  to  which 
he  was  Chief  of  Staff  under  his  predecessor, 
Oeneral  Bramwell  Booth,  the  son  and  successor 
of  the  Founder  of  the  Army. 

General  Hlgglns  retires  from  his  high  position 
with  honor.  His  election  followed  a  time  of  strain 
in  the  life  of  the  Army,  due  to  the  tardiness  of 
General  Bramwell  Booth  In  resigning  even  when 
physically  unfit  for  his  task,  and  also  to  the 
Insistence  by  the  Booth  family  that  the  leader- 
ship should  remain  In  the  family  ol  the  Founder. 
8o  unanimous  was  the  election,  however,  and  so 
cordial  was  the  support  given  their  new  leader 
by  the  commissioners  and  the  world  staff,  and 
so  wisely  and  energetically  did  he  carry  on  the 
Army's  work  that  great  advance  has  been  made 
during  the  past  five  years  In  spite  of  the  pre- 
vailing depression.  In  membership,  revival  cam- 
paigns. Institutions  and  young  people's  work,  the 
Army  has  gone  forward.  General  Hlgglns  has 
won  through  all  his  difficulties  by  sheer  bigness 
and  balance  of  character.  He  has  united  tact 
with  courage,  firmness  with  fervor  and  discre- 
tion with  great-heartedness.  Without  doubt  he 
was  the  man  for  the  hour. 

Four  names  have  been  mentioned  as  among 
the  possible  choices  this  week,  those  of  Commis- 
sioner H.  W.  Mapp,  Chief  of  Staff;  Commissioner 
D.  C.  Lamb,  Evangeline  Booth,  Commander  in 
the  United  States,  and  Catherine  Booth,  daugh- 
ter of  the  late  General  Bramwell  Booth.  While 
the  principles  of  the  Army  do  not  forbid  female 
leadership,  but  rather  encourage  It,  the  adverse 
attitude  of  European  countries  where  the  Army 
Is  anxious  to  extend  its  position,  will  likely  pre- 
vent the  serious  consideration  of  the  two  women 
mentioned.  Commissioner  Lamb  Is  well  known 
In  Canada.  The  fact  that  Commissioner  Mapp 
has  been  second  In  command  during  the  past 
five  years  may  predispose  the  High  Council  and 
Its  forty-seven  Commissioners  In  his  favor.

SAYS  EDUCATION 
MATERIALISTIC 


FROM  POST-BOY  TO  A  IK  MAIL 

Just  a  century  and  a  half  ago  the  stage  coach 
took  over  His  Majesty's  mall  from  the  post-boy 
who  had  been  making  his  four  miles  an  hour  on 
horseback.  After  the  stage  coach  came  the  mall 
train,  and  after  the  mall  train  the  air  mall, 
which  now  speeds  from  Croydon  to  Birmingham 
in  50  minutes,  on  to  Manchester  in  30  minutes 
to  the  Isle  of  Man  in  45,  to  Belfast  In  40,  and  to 
Glasgow  in  50  minutes.  On  the  very  day  of  the 
150th  anniversary  of  the  stage  coach.  August  7. 
1784,  It  was  announced  that  there  would  be  a 
weekly  parcel  service  to  Ceylon  by  the  England- 
India-Malaya  air  mail  service. 

The  greater  distances  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic  are  also  covered  by  air  mail.  Five  years 
"ago  a  service,  partly  by  rail  and  partly  by  plane, 
belted  the  continent  in  forty-eight  hours.  Today 
the  passengers  leave  New  York  at  5  P.M.  and 
breakfast  In  Los  Angeles,  where  they  are  due  at 
8  A.M.  Faster  planes  are  being  designed  that 
will  make  new  marks  over  the  trail  of  the  Cov- 
ered Wagon  and  the  Pony  Express.

Anyhow,  Jim  has  found  out  by 
actual    experience    that    it  Is  no 
longer  possible  in  England  to  enjoy 
tiding  through  the  lovely  country 
or  a  bicycle  on  account  of  what  he 
calls  "the  terror   that   stalketh  by 
night  "    The  thing  which  is  not 
only  a  terror  by  night  but  a  menace 
throughout  the  day    is    the  high 
speed  motor  car.    We  have  read 
great  deal  about  the    manner  in 
which  street  traffic  was  handled  in 
England,  and    had    believed  that 
control  of  speed  maniacs  was  one 
of  the  many  things  they  did  and 
would  continue  to  do  better  In  Eng 
land  than  anywhere  else    In  the 
world.    But  It  would  appear  that 
the  craze  for  speed  Is  like  any  other 
pestilence.  It  leaps  over  boundaries 
and    speeds    over    the   seas.  Our 
former  contemporary  In  Vancouver 
quotes  no  less  an  authority  than 
(and  who  dare  question 
such  an  authority  as  that?)  in  sup 
port  of  his  assertion    that  brakes 
mutt  be  applied  to  the  wheel*  of 
tearing  and  rushing  motor  cars. 
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Ontario's  new  Liberal  Government  Is  discuss- 
ing codes  and  regulations  to  be  devised  accord- 
ing to  the  American  plan,  In  other  words,  ac- 
cording to  the  NRA.  the  New  Deal,  the  re-Deal 
and  the  reconstruction  reformation  In  alpha- 
betical terms  that  has  seized  the  imagination 
and  In  the  process  bemused  the  understanding 
of  so  many  Implicated.  Mr.  Hepburn,  the  Pre 
mier  of  Ontario,  among  others  of  radical  bent 
of  mind  is  dissatisfied  because  things  are  not 
moving  fast  enough  to  keep  pace  with  the  tempo 
of  his  mental  activities.  His  desire  Is,  as  It  Is  In 
the  United  States,  to  keep  on  giving  economic 
recovery  a  shot  In  the  arm.  Doping  the  processes 
of  reconstruction  is  the  policy  of  Ontario's  Pre- 
mier. He  Is  not  particularly  concerned  about  the 
aftermath  of  economic  drugs. 

One  of  the  best  Informed  men  on  economic 
conditions  In  Canada  is  Mr.  E.  W.  Beatty.  the 
president  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany. He  Is  one  of  those  who  does  not  believe  In 
economic  drugs.  He  Is  satisfied  because  there  Is 
an  Improvement  in  the  economic  conditions  of 
the  country,  and  that  It  will  continue.  There  is 
a  definite  Improvement  In  trade.  The  Federal 
Treasury  shows  a  net  Increase  of  customs  and 
excise  collections  of  $15,283,485  for  the  three 
months  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30.  In  the 
same  period  the  Income  tax  returns  have  been 
$800,000  higher.  Exports  and  Imports  have  also 
shown  gratifying  Improvements  In  value.  In 
other  words,  the  Indications  are  favorable,  and 
those  in  the  best  position  to  Judge,  including  Mr. 
Beatty.  are  persuaded  that  the  normal  course  of 
events  will  Justify  the  hope  that  extraordinary 
methods  are  not  necessary  to  give  an  artificial 
fillip  to  a  return  of  prosperity. 

The  codes  and  regulations  talked  about  by 
the  new  Government  In  Ontario,  If  put  in  opera- 
tion, would  be  bound  to  spell  disturbance.  They 
would  necessarily  involve  Interference  with  the 
normal  processes  of  business.  There  Is  nothing 
like  this  more  calculated  to  create  unemploy- 
ment. It  Is  unfortunate  that  any  Government, 
in  an  excess  of  optimism  Induced  by  new-found 
authority,  should  believe  that  It  has  prescriptive 
Intelligence  to  Interfere  with  the  law  of  supply 
and  demand.  It  has  the  power,  undoubtedly,  but 
the  exercise  of  it  everywhere  has  led  to  a  loss  of 
public  confidence  and  to  another  Illustration  of 
how  those  dressed  in  a  "little  brief  authority  are 
most  Ignorant  of  what  their  most  assured."  Mr 
Hepburn  shows  every  disposition  to  "rock  the 
boat."  In  doing  so  he  will  be  rocking  the  public 
sense  of  security.  It  is  Britain,  not  the  United 
States,  that  has  shown  the  inevitably  right  way

Millions  of 
people  who  had  never  seen  Marie  Dressier  except  in 
photographic  representattlon  can   feel   today  that 
something  actual  and  vital  has  gone  from  their  lives 
The  cinema  has  given  something  that  endures  to  the 
fame  of  the  actor.    Of  all  forms  of  greatness,  that  of 
the  player  has  been  the  least  capable  of  permanent 
record.    Garrick,  Kean,  Phelps,  Mrs.  Slddons  live  for 
us  In  the  lmpressioas  of  their  contemporaries.  Those 
who  can  recall  the  triumphs  of  Henry  Irving  or  of  the 
"Immortal  Sarah"  Bernhardt  are  a  small  and  rapidly 
diminishing  band.    The  outstanding  actor  quickly  be- 
comes a  lengend  and  no  more.     Photography  and 
sound  reproductions  have  changed  all  that.    The  fea- 
tures, the  mannerisms,  the  voices  of  the  favorites  of 
one  generation  can  be  reproduced  for  the  amusement 
and  enlightenment  of  those  still  unborn.  Whether 
this  is  a  happier  state  than  oblivion  only  time  can 
tell,  for  the  Judgments  of  posterity  have  a  habit  of 
stripping  the  wonder  from  those  celebrated  in  their 
own  day.— London  Daily  Telegraph.

At  the  present  rate 
of  destruction,  how  long  will  It  be 
before  the  number  kUled  and 
wounded  upon  the  roads  and  streets 
of  England  will  exceed  the  number 
of  casualties  in  the  Great  War?

Dispatches  printed  In  the  news- 
papers tell  us  that  the  authorities 
of  England,  including  the  high  au- 
thority of  Parliament,  are  begin- 
ning to  consider  the  seriousness  of 
the  situation  and  are  talking  about 
doing  something  about  it.  But  the 
high  authorities  hardly  ever  think 
of  discussing  the  only  thing  which 
would  effectively  stop  it.  That  Is 
compelling  a  reduction  in  the  rates 
of  speed  legally  permissible  upon 
the  highways.  The  rates  of  speed 
have  been  reduced  in  spots,  as  on 
the  streets  of  cities  and  towns  with 
certain  specified  populations,  but  It 
is  not  in  those  places  that  the  grim 
terror  stalketh  by  day  as  well  as  by 
night.  It  is  In  other  places  the 
mutilated  victims  of  speed  maniacs 
are  "crying  havoc."

Of  course  the  motor  car  Is  also 
taking  its  dally  toll  In  the  United 
States  and  In  Canada;  but  they 
have  done  In  other  things  differently 
In  England,  and  somehow  we  al- 
ways have  believed  that  over  there 
they  would  do  differently  with  this 
thing.  In  the  United  states  and  in 
Canada  the  cars  are  heavier  and 
more  powerful  than  they  are  In 
England,  unless  there  has  been  a 
marked  change  in  recent  years,  but 
even  a  light  car  tearing  along  the 
roads  at  a  rate  of  fifty  to  sixty  miles 
an  hour  can  deliver  a  deadly  blow 
to  an  unsuspecting  adult  or  a  care- 
child.  Authority  may  make 
rules  about  the  care  and  efficiency 
of  brakes  and  the  necessity  of  un- 
ceasing vigilance,  but  emergencies 
arise,  and  it  is  the  pace  that  kills. 
This  last  observation  has  been  made 
about  the  local  conditions,  and  it 
still  applies,  because  there  has  been 
unnecessary  and  silly  speed  upon 
our  streets  and  highways,  although 
there  appear  to  be  fewer  serious 
accidents  In  British  Columbia  of 
late  than  in  any  other  parts  of 
Canada,  according  to  the  dispatches 
printed  In  the  newspapers.

In  any  sort  of  lying  It  Is  Impor- 
tant to  follow  through.  This  gener- 
alization applies  to  lying  at  bridge. 
Though  lying  In  the  form  of  psychic 
or  bluff  bids  Is  gradually  becoming 


less  and  less  successful  against  good 
opposition  —  though  proper  knowl- 
edge of  a  sound  bidding  system,  plus 
faith  In  the  bids  of  one's  partner 
rather  than  the  opponents,  will  al- 
most always  enable  any  good  pair 
to  reach  their  proper  game  contract 
against  a  psychic  bid  or  overcall— 
nevertheless  when  one  of  the  oppon- 
ents inserts  a  takeout  double,  the 
partner  makes  a  Jump  response,  and 
the  doubler  then  Jumps  to  five-odd, 
the  bidding  of  the  other  side  is  cer- 
tainly made  very  difficult.

MAKE   EARLY  START 

Always  optimistic  with  respect  to 
the  possibilities  of  making  pictures 
here  for  the  world  markets.  Mr. 
Bishop  will  take  up  his  residence 
In  Victoria  and  proceed  to  carry 
out  the  contracts  into  which  he  has 
entered.  The  equipment  has  besn 
kept  in  good  shape  during  the  re- 
cess, which  has  occurred  since  the 
two  pictures  were  made  here,  so 
that  It  will  not  take  long  to  have 
everything  going  again. 

There  wUl  be  some  additions 
made  to  the  plant  on  hand,  but  the 
possibility  of  doing  all  the  work 
here  Is  hardly  practicable,  owing  to 
the  difficulty  of  getting  the  neces- 
sary equipment  on  this  side  of  the 
line.  However,  It  will  be  possible 
to  carry  out  75  per  cent  of  the  work 
here,  he  says.

The  acquisition  of  all  rights  to 
the  pictures  produced  and  to  the 
equipment,  which  is  here  for  pro- 
ducing, simplifies  the  whole  situ- 
ation. With  sufficient  capital  now 
represented  in  the  Northern  Films 
to  take  care  of  the  requirements, 
Mr.  Bishop  feels  that  the  way  Is 
well  cleared  for  the  success  of  his 
plans.

Chief  David 
Bears  Paw.  Jonas  Rider,  the  ninety 
year-old  brothers.

Back  In  the  days  when  Rome  was 
In  Its  prime,  it  Is  said.  Roman 
women  considered  gilt  a  most  Im- 
portant cosmetic.  In  those  days, 
the  belles  of  the  patrician  classes 
uatd  to  gild  their  tresses  by  scat- 
tering gold  dust  through  them.  And 
this,  they  thought,  was  a  most  ef- 
fective method  of  enhancing  their 
charm  and  allure 

It  certainly  seems  that  the  safe 
who  stated  "There  is  no  new  thing 
under  the  sun,"  knew  what  he  was 
talking  about.  For  now,  it  seems, 
the  modern  belle  is  also  going  to  go 
In  for  hair  gilding.  The  modern 
method  of  application,  of  course.  Is 
different.  But  the  idea  is  basically 
the  same. 

This  idea  of  adding  splashes  of 
metallic  coloring  to  the  coiffure  for 
evening  wear,  recently  was  intro- 
duced by  a  well  known  hair  stylist 
at  a  New  York  beauty  show.  Dur 
lng  the  past  few  seasons  some 
women  have  used  colored  lacquers 
on  their  locks  for  formal  occasions,  i 
But  the  effect  was  too  harsh,  and 
the  whole  idea  too  impractical  to 
capture  the  public  fancy.  Howev 
a  new  method  has  now  been  devised 
whereby  metallic  tints  may  be  usad 
to  outline  ringlets  and  waves  for 
evening,  yet  may  be  brushed  from 
the  hair  the  next  morning  without 
any  damage  to  the  hair,  waves  or 
ringlets. 

If  you  wish  to  try  this  new 
method  of  enhancing  your  coiffure 
for  evening  wear,  the  best  course  is 
to  "have  the  painting  done  by  an 
expert  in  a  reliable  beauty  shop. 
However,  if  you  can  t  afford  this, 
you  might  try  doing  It  yourself. 
First,  shampoo  your  hair  and  rinse 
It  well.  Then  set  It  in  wide,  loose 
waves,  and  twist  the  ends  up  into 
flat  ringlets. 

After  this,  mix  together  the 
whites  of  two  eggs,  a  tablespoon  of 
water  and  two  drops  of  vinegar. 
Beat  It  slightly  and  then  allow  It 
to  stand.  When  the  froth  has  set 
tied,  pour  a  little  of  the  mixture 
into  a  dish  and  mix  with  it  enough 
of  the  powdered  coloring  to  make 
a  fairly  thin  paste.  Then,  with  a 
fine  paint  brush,  use  the  mixture 
to  outline  your  ringlets  and  waves. 
You  might  have  your  own  Ideas  of 
design  on  this  subject.  Let  your 
hair  dry  thoroughly,  then,  and 
when  dry.  merely  slightly  loosen 
the  waves  and  ringlets.

In 
order  that  there  may  be  no  possi- 
bility of  market  control,  no  person 
who  sells  beer  to  the  public  may  own 
stock  In  a  brewery." 

KEEPS  CLOSE  WATCH 

Mr.  Bernstein  also  pointed  out 
that  the  Federal  Government  kept 
a  close  watch  on  all  breweries  and 
beer  manufacturers. 

"All  breweries,  of  course,  work 
under  a  code,"  he  said,  "and  the 
price  of  beer  to  the  retail  trade  is 
fixed.  Price  cutting  on  the  part  of 
the  breweries  is  Impossible.  Their 
only  method  of  competition  is
